state are restrictive enough at pres- 
ent; in fact, they are so restrictive as 
to cripple any great enterprise 
on 


the part of the railroads. 
"Boston might have had a trunk line 
to Chicago if she had- embraced .the 
opportunity when it was offered. But 
it is too slate now, and we must abide 
by the consequences. 


"f.n 
spite of all restrictions, the 


railroads are doing all they can 
to 


build up the trade of Bostono, and 
they ha-ve done n> great -deal. 
Who 


in so foolish as to suppose that the 
New York Central, for instance, after 
guaranteeing eight (percent, on the 
Boston and Albany stock, is going lo 
divert all the t.rafllc. it can to New 
York and make Boston suffer In con- 
sequence? 


"The 
recent withdrawal of 
two 


steamships from this port is iblamed 
on the railroads. 
We are common 


carriers and we are trying to get all 
the traillc we can. 
Every line in the 


country 'has suffered 
.this 
Winter 


from weather conditions, which have 
tied up a certain amount oif freight. 
Two 'weeks of weather like the 'pres- 
ent would1 enable us to move most of 
the freight which has been held .up; 
but it can't bo done. in. a day. Nev- 
'i-thelcss, 
there is a clamor against 


he railroads. 


"The big exporters are located in 


he West and if they want to send 
their shipments over the New York 
'oads they send them that way. Bos- 
on gets but ilitlle df the business, and 
we shall not be able to get more. 


"The continual outcry against 'the 


ailroads Is getting tiresome. 
People 


lo not seem to realize that it is for 
the railroads' interest to do as much 
Business as possible, and that it is 
our constant, effort to secure all the 
traffic wo can for this 'port.

lot help matters for the .people to be 
always proclaiming what a miserable 
)lace Boston is.

Illinois alono tnesumof 1100,000, while
